HEN he stopped by THE BLOOD-HORSE office 

the other day to renew his subscription, A. 
L. Ferguson, prominent Scott County, Ky., farmer 
and breeder, said: “When Clarence LeBus and I 
were respectively president and vice-president of 
the Burley Tobacco Society we found out the 
truth of the saying that ‘constant hammering 
will eventually make a hole in iron.’”’ 

Then he told us how much he appreciates our 
efforts in behalf of the Thoroughbred horse and 
the people who breed and race him; how much 
he thinks we are right in trying to sustain that 
equality promised to “all men on the Turf and 
under the Turf,” and when he was taking his 
leave he said:

The bene- 
ficiaries are the widow, Mrs. Marion Gascoyne 
Kummer, and her children, Marion and Alfred G. 
May we be pardoned if we intrude here the 
thought that it is regrettable that the powers 
who control the Turf do not establish a system 
whereby the large earnings of capable and 
favorite riders will be conserved for the depend- 
ents of those usually all too numerous souls? 


Our Turf governors may not relish the indict- 
ment, but they are decidedly lax in the adoption 
and enforcement of rules for the welfare of the 
youth of the Turf. We wonder if they realize 
that the boys of today will be the men of tomor- 
row? Do they realize that the training and pro- 
tection given to the boys of today will bear its 
reward through the men of tomorrow? 


We beg of the Turf’s governors to give to the 
boys of the race course every possible chance to 
get to the top as horsemen and sportsmen. They 
should see to it that the lads have opportunity 
for education; that their morals are safeguarded; 
that they have religious training according to 
the faith of their fathers, or according to their 
individual choice, as the case may be; and that 
their earnings be saved for them until such time 
as they shall be capable of knowing the real 
value of a dollar.

ieee the above caption, on page 48, THE 
BLOoD-HorsE for January 9, we discussed the 
fact that trainers in Ireland prefer oats raised in 
England and then said: “So the English govern- 
ment followed an immemorial short-sighted poli- 
cy and placed a tariff on English oats imported 
into the so-called Free State.” It was through 
an inadvertency that we said the “English gov- 
ernment” had done this.

succulent and better for horses than the English 
grasses. 


KENTUCKY BILL. 


RACK owners in Kentucky appear confident 

that the Legislature, now in session, will give 
relief to the minor associations by reducing the 
daily license tax for all except Churchill Downs 
and Latonia from $2,500 per day to $500 per day. 
A bill reciting such reduction has been intro- 
duced. 


There are, however, influential members of the 
Legislature who have expressed preference for 
a 1 per cent law, such as was proposed by the 
Tri-State Fair and Racing Association (now de- 
funct) at the 1928 session of the General Assem- 
bly and opposed by the Kentucky Jockey Club 
(present American Turf Association) forces, 
which now want the $500 per day tax for Lex- 
ington. 

Fred A. Forsythe, secretary of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association, has written a bill reduc- 
ing the membership of the State Racing Commis- 
sion from five unpaid to three paid; making 4 
number of requirements not in the present law; 
fixing the license fee at 1 per cent, and limiting 
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the commission on the pooling to 5 per cent. 
During the past week there were conferences be- 
tween horsemen, track owners and some of the 
lawmakers on this measure. 


There is to be another conference at Frank- 
fort Wednesday afternoon of this week to be at- 
tended by Messrs. Fred A. Forsythe, representing 
the horsemen and breeders; Maurice Galvin, rep- 
resenting the track owners, and Senator Allie 
W. Young, representing the people, and there will 
also be others present. 

The track owners do not want the Forsythe 
measure introduced, because, they say, if it be- 
came a law they would probably have to go all 
through the courts again to establish constitu- 
tionality, etc. This, they argue well, has already 
been done to the favor of racing under the 
present law. 

The proposal that will be made by Mr. For- 
sythe to Mr. Galvin at the Wednesday afternoon 
conference will be that if Governor Ruby Laffoon 
and the track owners will agree to the appoint- 
ment of Messrs. Polk Laffoon, of Covington; 
James P. Edwards, of Louisville; Thomas P. 
Hayes, of Lexington; Rodman Meacham, of Hop- 
kinsville, and G. B. Senff, of Mt. Sterling, to 
comprise the next State Racing Commission the 
Forsythe measure, which is now in the hands of 
Senator Young, a former member of the State 
Racing Commission, will not be introduced. 

Since the foregoing was written and put into 
type, THE BLOOD-HORSE has been informed that 
the committee to which Mr. LeBus’ bill proposing 
the $500 per day license tax for the minor tracks 
has decided to report to the House of Represen- 
tatives of the General Assembly a_ substitute 
measure placing a tax of 1 per cent on the 
gross receipts at all meetings in Kentucky and 
repealing the present law. This substitute 
measure, THE BLOOD-HORSE also hears, has the 
support of the influential Speaker John Young 
Brown and it now appears certain to pass in the 
House. If Senator Young gets behind it, the 
measure also will pass in the Senate. 


TEXAS TEST CASE. 


E have been asked for information concern- 

ing the test of the law against betting on 
horse races in Texas. Following a day’s racing 
in the autumn at Arlington Downs, there was a 
trial at Fort Worth. At that trial the District 
Attorney, representing the State, agreed with at- 
torneys for the Texas Jockey Club as to a state- 
ment of facts. The matter then was referred to 
the Court of Appeals at Austin. The expectation 
in Texas breeding and racing circles is that a 
decision may be given in March. That, however, 
is indefinite. The breeders are hopeful that they 
may have a favorable decision, and this hope is 
based upon the facts related by attorneys on the 
Side of racing and upon their confidence.

Of these 20 sires it will be seen that 18 are 
Eclipse in tail male and two Herod. The lines of 
Eclipse through which these 18 have come are 
Bend Or (Stockwell) six, Hampton five, *Rock 
Sand (Stockwell) two, Isonomy two, Amphion 
two, St. Simon one; total 18. Herod: Thormanby 
one, Bay Middleton one.

Of these 20 it will be seen that 17 are Eclipse 
and three Herod, in tail male. 


The lines of Eclipse through which these 17 
come are: Bend Or six, St. Simon three, Amphion 
two, Hampton two, Isonomy three, Musket one. 


The lines of Herod through which the Herod 
mares have come are: Thormanby two, See Saw 
one. 


The inferences that can be drawn from these 
tables are numerous and can be made to cut both 
ways: 


On the one hand it may be said, and has been 
said, that the Thoroughbred horse in England is 
deteriorating and that it is partly on account of 
the excessive use of the lines of blood here shown. 


On the other hand it may be said, and has 
been said that these lines have proved themselves, 
and continue to prove themselves the best, and 
they say in England and Ireland, “If you think 
this is wrong, bring on your horses, bred other- 
wise, to beat ours.” 


These are the two principal ways of looking at 
the question in a broad way, and, as probably no 
living man is in a position to lay down any law 
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in the matter, I will leave it to the reader’s own 
judgment. 

It is obvious, however, that line breeding such 
as carried on in England and Ireland, is produc- 
ing winning horses over there. Recently I had 
some conversations with an eminent biologist, a 
professor in one of the largest universities in 
America on this question of line breeding and in- 
breeding generally. This gentleman has given, 
up to the present, no very intensive study of 
breeding lines of race horses but is impressed 
with the completeness of the records and with 
the amount of data available from the point of 
view of the biologist. He was asked if close line 
breeding and in-breeding would, in his opinion, 
have a tendency to deterioration in the race horse 
and he replied as follows: 


“You are talking, of course, about speed, that 
is, ability to run fast and carry weight and pos- 
sess endurance, or stamina, as you Call it, and so 
forth. Well, the great genetic complexity of the 
characters in question complicate the answer, but 
offhand, I should say no. The qualities that go 
to make a good horse are the resultant of numer- 
ous factors inherited from both parents, which 
determine the character, physical and mental, of 
the offspring by their action during the develop- 
ment of the individual inheriting them. If, then, 
it be known that these desirable factors are in a 
family, the most certain way of ensuring their 
perpetuation is by in-breeding. But if the good 
is thus perpetuated, so also is the bad, if it hap- 
pen that there are bad elements in the stock. 
From the present point of view characters fall 
into two groups, those that need to be inherited 
from only one parent to become manifest in the 
offspring—dominants of geneticists—and those 
that must be inherited from both if they are to 
appear—recessives. Now recessives include a 
considerable number of undesirable characters in 
those animals that have been critically investi- 
gated, and it is known that they may pass in a 
latent state through a number of generations and 
become fully manifest again as soon as such a 
mating occurs as confers on the offspring a 
‘double dose’ of any recessive. Clearly the chances 
for such a double dose if closely related members 
of the same stock are mated are much greater 
than under the conditions of outbreeding, if any 
of these latent recessives are present in the make- 
up of that stock. Herein lies the risk, and it is 
probably the sudden and apparently fortuitous 
appearance of such unfortunate features in the 
offspring of in-bred animals that has caused the 
belief in the deleterious effects of in-breeding. 


“If, however, the original stock is sound in all 
the complex features that go to make up a de- 
sirable type of no matter what animal, then, in 
general, in-breeding should have no bad results. 


“It is, too, fair to say that the longer breeding 
between closely related members of a stock goes 
on without the appearance of undesirable char- 
acters, the more probable it becomes that they 
will not appear.” 


When it was pointed out to the professor that 
the race track acts as a sort of sieve or series of 
sieves to weed out undesirable characters and 
this has a tendency to leave only the best for 
propagating and that for economic reasons the 
best were usually mated with the best, he agreed 
that eventual results might well be that the race 
horse would continue to evolve into something 
better and better under a system of close line 
breeding and in-breeding. 

In America we have not quite the same amount 


of line breeding but, looking at the male lines of 
the 10 leading sires, we find some familiar names 
cropping up, as follows:

It will be noticed at once that there is the same 
preponderance of Eclipse tail male influence as 
shown in England and Ireland, though more va- 
riety in the branches. It would be unwise to draw 
rash conclusions from this, as it is obvious when 
comparing with past records, that there is a rise 
and fall in the influence of certain (if not all) 
branches of Eclipse. The St. Simon influence, 
for instance, is not what it was in tail male. For 
seven seasons this horse was leading sire in Eng- 
land and in 1896 was immediately followed in the 
list by his son, St. Serf, while Galopin, sire of St. 
Simon was third. Other sons of his, notably Per- 
simmon and St. Frusquin, were later for years in 
the front rank. It is common knowledge that 
this tail male influence of this line has, of recent 
years, been fading, comparatively speaking. 

Of course the female side of the story has to 
be taken into consideration and the supplement 
of THE BLoop-HORSE, published on January 2, 
1932, giving not only the tail male lines of all 
stakes winners in America during 1931, but also 
showing tabulated pedigrees of all stakes winners 
and comparative values of Bruce Low families, 
on page 27, during the same period, should be of 
the greatest value to all students of blood lines. 
Personally I do not ever remember seeing more 
useful information packed into as small a space, 
and I extend THE BLOOD-HORSE my sincere con- 
gratulations on its enterprise and the intelli- 
gent way in which it has placed this information 
at the disposal of the race horse breeder. 

Very simple arithmetic shows that in a pedigree 
extending for 16 generations (about the average 
distance of the present day Thoroughbred from 
his original Thoroughbred ancestors), there will 
appear the names of 65,534 ancestors. 
Thoroughbred is descended directly from one of 
three horses in male line and from about one of 
a hundred mares (fifty of which families have 
died out), in the female line it stands to reason 
that the names of the same horses will appear in 
each complete pedigree very many times; thus 
all Thoroughbreds are somewhat closely related. 
This simple fact would seem to make it more 
significant that certain lines should stand out in 
contrast to the thousands of other branches. 

However, theorists, as a rule, are not very pop- 
ular amongst horsemen, and it is not intended 
here to advance any theories but to call attention 
to the bare facts as shown by the above lists of 
sires and the lines from which they come. Prob- 
ably there is no industry in the world which bet- 
ter exemplifies the old saying, “Nothing succeeds 
like success,” than the race horse breeding in- 
dustry.

No other horse, bar Jack High, 
impresses as having such intrinsic value as a sire.

P to Empire City the other morning and there 
had the pleasure of inspecting James Butler’s 
string of 32, headed, of course, by the “hero in 
defeat” of the last Suburban Handicap renewal, 
Questionnaire. The son of Sting—-Miss Puzzle, 
by Disguise, looks well and his trainer, J. J. 
(Johnny) Johnson, the veteran colored condition- 
er who developed his sire and prepped him for 
his many sterling victories, believes Questionnaire 
will train. He is taking his gallops regularly 
over the Yonkers oval and his filled out since 
being forced into temporary retirement by a dis- 
ability last summer. There are but seven juveniles 
in the Butler entourage, the only string wintering 
at Empire. They occupy the one enclosed stable 
on the grounds.

ON’T know how a horse could be wintering 
in better style than the Loma Stable’s Tick 
On. This dusky fellow has grown some, gained 
much weight and fairly exudes good health and 
spirits. One does not have to sprain his imagi- 
nation to picture him emulating Gallant Fox and 
Twenty Grand this year. Bar Twenty Grand’s 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes and neither had 
anything on him as 2-year-olds. He is just about 
the best engaged 3-year-old in these United States 
and, if he fails to roll up high earnings during the 
current season, it will be attributable to no lack 
of opportunities. On Post, too, has numerous re- 
munerative ‘dates’ awaiting him and he is look- 
ing fit and ready to buckle down to earnest train- 
ing. On Post is a fine horse until one looks at 
his hind-quarters; those parts being rather lean 
and light in proportion to the rest of him. He 
has the hind-quarters of a stayer and behind the 
saddle is strikingly reminiscent of Gallant Fox, 
Twenty Grand, Reigh Count, Sun Beau, and oth- 
ers of our best distance performers of late sea- 
sons, most of which had just such southern ex- 
tremities. Never could work up a lot of steam 
over horses cast in that pattern, but admit thin 
quarters are rather to be desired, if one is look- 
ing for a stayer, than to be characterized as a 
fault. Still, I would much prefer a horse to have 
quarters such as Bubbling Over’s, Jack High’s, 
Hygro’s, Whichone’s, Osmand’s or Polydor’s—the 
speed type. 
* * 
HAR LAP, wearing plenty of clothes, hood, 
rug, bandages, and boots, has arrived, so 'tis 
said, at Agua Caliente. It is quite the thing, in 
newspaper circles, to turn up one’s nose at the 
reams of publicity anent the greatness of this 
son of Night Raid and the Winkie mare, Entreaty, 
but has not it been quite some time since a horse 
of such proven worth in his native land touched 
these shores? This department has a hunch it 
has. Hope we get a look at him in the East next 
summer. Turf writers appear to be vieing with 


one another in an effort to see who can depict 
the invader the homeliest to his readers. Phar 
Lap I have not seen in the flesh; however, I did 
chance to see an excellent movie of him and have 
at hand several good pictures appearing in Aus- 
tralian racing publications. In truth, if these be 
any gauge, he is not a handsome horse, being 
fashioned much on the order of beloved Extermi- 
nator. Neither is he especially homely. He car- 
ries more flesh than Exterminator did, has a 
beautiful shoulder, a delicate head, dainty ears, 
clean limbs and is well-ribbed and deep through 
the heart. He is chestnut and liberally marked 
with attractive Bend Or spots. Phar Lap is not, 
by any means, a “common” horse; he has an 
alert look and carries himself as proudly as a 
peacock.

ELL, well—here it is again—substitute a 

few names and you have the same old “an- 
other Black Gold” whoopla, in connection this 
time with the Jefferson Derby winner, Lucky 
Tom. Assuredly a nice colt, possessed of a bit 
of class, but it is a far cry from the winner of 
the Jefferson edition of the Derby to that con- 
tested at Churchill Downs. But for Man o’ War, 
Black Gold and Regret, the boys would be hard 
put for impressive comparisons. Remember, it 
was only a couple of winters back that Greyola 
and Niato were being alluded to as ‘Regrets’?

*Lady Lumley was represented 
this year by Twenty Grand, 
best 3-year-old of the season, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and other famous races. She 
already had several Derby win- 
ners among her descendants, 
including the Kentucky Derby 
winners, Sir Huon and Elwood; 
the Latonia Derby winners, Sir 
Huon, Elwood and Buddy Basil, 
and the Travers Stakes winner, 
Rataplan. 


Of more recent date in Amer- 
ican breeding is the branch of 
*Ballantrae, by Ayrshire, foaled 
in 1899 and imported in 1904. 
This is one of the best groups 
of mares available to American 
breeders. Four stakes winners 
represented it in 1931, the pro- 
duce of two mares, *Medora II, 
owned by William Woodward, 
and *Escarpolette, property of 
J. W. Parrish. 


Still another continuing 
branch of the No. 5 family is 
that of *Filagree, by Stockwell 
*Filagree was brought to Amer- 
ica as a yearling in 1860 by the 
Kentucky Importing Company, 
organized by Ben G. Bruce, 
along with a number of other 
valuable fillies, among them 
Eltham Lass, the dam of King- 
fisher, and *Weatherwitch, 
founder of a noted family in 
this country. One of the mem- 
bers of the company was Major 
John R. Viley, for several years 
president of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation, and Major Viley was the 
owner of *Filagree.

GRAND NATIONAL GIANTS. 

The two giants of this year’s list of nomina- 
tions to the Grand National are Remus and Pe- 
lorus Jack. Until recently Remus, 1714 hands 
tall at the withers, was accounted the largest 
of English racers, but it has been revealed that 
Pelorus Jack measures 17 hands and three 
inches, no small distance for a rider to fall. 
America’s largest racer probably was Chryso- 
lite, a son of Hastings. Chrysolite was said to 
have measured a quarter-inch over 18 hands.

ARLINGTON PARK STAKES. 

HE stake-a-day program of the Arlington 

Park Jockey Club was announced last week. 
The 30 stakes events of the 30-day meeting have 
a total value, in added money only, of $252,500, 
a sum which, in all probability, has never been 
equalled at a meeting of similar length. The 
daily average distribution in stakes alone, not 
counting the purses, will be $8,416. 

Two of the fixtures have already closed; seven 
more close March 15, but will be open to supple- 
mentary entries until June 1; and the remainder 
close June 1. The program, according to Roy 
Carruthers, Arlington Park’s general manager, 
was planned so as to give as wide a distribution 
of prize money as possible, but to furnish abun- 
dant reward for horses of the highest class. 

Eight of the new races are for 2-year-olds, 
each with $2,500 added and all at the same dis- 
tance, 514 furlongs. None of the stakes races 
for older horses, with the exception of the In- 
augural Handicap, has a distance of less than a 
mile, and only one, the Lake View Claiming 
Stakes, is at more than 114 miles. 

The added money for the Arlington Handicap 
has been reduced from $25,000 in 1931 to $20,000, 
and the Matron Handicap, which last year had 
$15,000 added, has been cut in half. The other 
stakes closing March 15 have the same value as 
last year. The Arlington Futurity and Arlington 
Lassie Stakes, the leading 2-year-old races of 
the meeting, are now valuable early closing 
events. Second payments on the 1932 runnings 
already have been made. The $25,000 added Ar- 
lington Futurity may be worth $65,000, and the 
Lassie Stakes, $10,000 added, will reach about 
$30,000 in all.. 

The complete program of stakes is given below, 
with closing dates. Blanks for the fixtures clos- 
ing March 15 are being sent out now.

METROPOLITAN HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 
ALTER S. VOSBURGH released Monday, 
February 1, his weights for the Metropolitan 
Handicap, one mile fixture to be run at the Bel- 
mont Park spring meeting, May 12 to June 9. 
Mr. Vosburgh’s Metropolitan weights, along with 
Frank J. Bryan’s weights for the Dixie Handi- 
cap at Pimlico, which appear at the same time, 
are awaited with much interest on the part of 
horsemen and others, because of the official 

opinion they furnish on the year’s prospects. 

Allowing for her five-pound sex allowance and 
for the age differential, Top Flight may be said 
to top the handicap, with 111 pounds, four pounds 
above the scale weight for 3-year-old fillies in 
May. The now 4-year-old Mate, the actual top- 
weight, is one pound over the scale with 128. 
Tick On’s 110 is two pounds under the scale for 
3-year-old males. Equipoise, at 124, is rated four 
pounds under the scale for 5-year-olds and older. 
Conditions and weights for the 71 eligibles follow: 

METROPOLITAN HANDICAP, for 3-year-olds and 
upward. By subscription of $50 each, or only $25 if 
declared by March 1, 1932. Starters to pay $100 ad- 
ditional. With $5,000 added, of which $1,000 to the sec- 
ond and $500 to the third. The fourth horse to save 
his stake. Weights to be announced February 1, 1932. 
Winners after the publication of weights, of three 
races of $900 or one of $3,000 to carry 4 lbs.; of two 
of $3,000 or one of $5,000, 8 Ibs.; of three of $3,000, two 
of $7,500, or one of $10,000, 12 lbs. extra. 

In respect of horses handicapped at 115 lbs. or over, 
the above penalties apply to the extent of one-half 
only; in the case of those handicapped at 120 Ibs. or 
over, to the extent of one-quarter only; and in the case 
of those handicapped at 128 lbs. or over, they shall not 
apply at all. Penalties in the case of 3-year-olds shall 


not make the weight exceed 115 Ibs. One Mile.

KENTUCKY DERBY. 

NTRIES for the Kentucky Derby and other 

stakes to be decided during the 19 days of rac- 
ing at Churchill Downs, Louisville, beginning April 
30, under auspices of Churchill Downs, Inc., sub- 
sidiary of the American Turf Association, Illinois 
corporation, are closing at midnight, Wednesday, 
February 3. The Kentucky Derby is to be on 
Saturday, May 7. Major Louie A. Beard, who 
has charge of the breeding and racing activities 
of the Whitney families, has stated that Top 
Flight, sensational filly of 1931 juveniles, is to 
be entered and trained for the event won by only 
one filly, which was Regret, bearing the colors 
of Harry Payne Whitney, father of C. V. Whit- 
ney. Top Flight is at Red Bank, N. J., in the 
string that Thomas J. Healey, one of America’s 
foremost trainers, is getting ready at Brookdale 
Farm for the 1932 campaign. The reports about 
Top Flight are good, but then—and this is a 
mental reservation all experienced horsemen 
make—she is a filly. Fillies are, by reason of 
sex, less apt to train well in the early portion of 
the year than are colts and geldings. Eliminating 
the sex disadvantage, Top Flight, at this stage, 
has rightful claim to favoritism for the time- 
honored event at perhaps the most autocratically 
operated race track in America. Persons having 
business at the executive offices there at any 
season of the year would do well to wear over- 
coat and mittens. 


William Woodward, master of Belair Stud, 
Maryland, owner of Gallant Fox, winner of the 
event in 1930, has named four for this year’s 
race. They are all in the string of James Fitz- 
simmons, excellent conditioner, at Belmont Park, 
and they are the filly *Sekmet, Tetra Khan, 
Pardee (four-time winner, including two stakes) 
and Faireno. The latter was a six-time winner, 
including four stakes, one of them the Nursery 
at Belmont Park. He showed his heels to Lucky 
Tom, and Lucky Tom is in the limelight at New 
Orleans this winter. However, that does not 
spell Derby success. 

One who has named three for the Kentucky 
Derby is Col. E. R. Bradley, master of Idle Hour 
Farm, whose name is more intimately associated 
with the event than that of any other owner- 
breeder now in the flesh. Colonel Bradley has 
the distinction of having been the only owner to 
have seen his colors finish one-two on horses of 
his own breeding, and more, he had that pleasure 
twice—in 1921, when Behave Yourself got to the 
finish in front of Black Servant, and in 1926 
when Bubbling Over romped down the stretch 
with Bagenbaggage filling the place. His choices 
for the event this year are Burgoo King, a colt 
in which he has imposed great confidence, Bubble 
Up and Brother Joe. Trainer H. J. (Dick) 
Thompson, who trained the one-twos those other 
years, says the Bradley colts are doing famously 
just now at Idle Hour Farm, “but then,” he added, 
with that seriousness with which all trainers dis- 
cuss Kentucky Derby nominees, ‘they haven't 
been asked the question.”’ That’s it, they haven’t 
been asked the question. None of them have; and 
there’s something that should be pondered by 
those who are contemplating wagers in winter 
books. Let that sink in deeply—‘“they haven't 
been asked the question’’—and keep your money 
in your pocket until the day of the race and bet 
it at the track, or not at all, as the case may be. 
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Remember that he who plays away from the win- 
ter book will have money to play on Derby day. 

Gordon Pierce, who is looking after the feeding 
and galloping of Burning Blaze at Shandon Farm, 
near Lexington, smilingly gives us the informa- 
tion that this colt, so run down and washed out 
at the end of last season that his ribs resembled 
an xylophone, has gained in flesh and vigor until 
he now has a sturdy appearance and that he is 
really as sturdy as he looks. Thus Burning 
Blaze should come into Trainer John Partridge’s 
hands in fashion to make folk with a flair for 
favorites want to follow his fortunes through the 
fanfare of that day in May when all the world 
has eyes on Kentucky and her Derby. 


DEATH OF A. LOGAN DENNY. 


In the late afternoon of Wednesday, January 
27, while seated on the porch of the cottage in 
which he resided at Miami, Archibald Logan 
Denny died suddenly, dropping from his chair to 
be caught by Mrs. Denny. Mr. and Mrs. Denny 
had been chatting with Trainer John I. Smith, 
and the maid had just announced dinner. Mrs. 
Denny had risen from her seat and had advanced 
toward her husband, telling the two men not to 
be tardy for the meal. It was a heart attack and 
the life of the widely known Kentucky owner and 
trainer was snuffed out when he was apparently 
in the best of health. 


Mr. Denny, a native of Stanford, Ky., was in his 
sixtieth year. In his young manhood he had been 
first a breeder, trainer and rider of saddle horses. 
He was a good judge of a horse and equally as 
good rider. Some thirty years ago he became in- 
terested in Thoroughbred horses and as an owner 
and trainer raced on all the better tracks on this 
continent. He was an affable, clean-minded, 
clean-living, fearless man, and while he never 
had any really great horse in his string, he had 
possessed a number of good and useful runners, 
which he raced as a sportsman should. He raced 
them fairly and as a square-shooter. 


Logan Denny, as a member of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association in the early days of that 
organization, did much toward building up the 
values of the purses and thereby greatly aided in 
the establishment of better values for horses. He 
counted his friends on the Turf by his acquaint- 
ances, and his passing is deeply regretted by peo- 
ple of the Turf in all parts of the country. 

Mr. Denny is survived by his widow, Mrs. Grace 
Bradley Denny, of New York; a sister, Miss Belle 
Denny, of Stanford; and two brothers, Richard G. 
and James G. Denny, of Lexington. The remains, 
accompanied by Mrs. Denny and Richard G. 
Denny, were brought to Danville, Ky., and there 
interred in the family lot on Sunday afternoon 
last. 

At the time of his death, Mr. Denny had only 
the two horses, Night Edition and Reservation, 
in his string and these Mrs. Denny announced 
she would dispose of as soon as possible. Span- 
fair was claimed from him for $2,000 by Mrs. R. 
Pollard the day before his death. Accompanied 
by Richard G. Denny, Mrs. Denny left Lexing- 
ton for Miami Tuesday night of this week. *Le 
Bey, which raced in the name of Mrs. Denny and 
which is turned out at Silver Lake Stock Farm, 
near Frankfort, Ky., is the property of the Estate 
of Jefferson Livingston. It had been intended 
that Al Hamel would take him up and handle 
him at Lexington until Mr. Denny was ready to 
go to Maryland, but what now will be done with 
him has not been decided.

Mr. Clay was the son of the late Hume Clay 
and the late Mrs. Mary Thomas Clay Ireland. He 
is survived by his sister and a nephew, John 
Macey, a student at Staunton, Va.

LOUISIANA 


PURSES REDUCED AT FAIR GROUNDS. 


HE Louisiana Jockey Club last week, despite 

its good programs and the great advertising 
campaign it had mapped out and partly executed, 
felt the pinch of the depression to such an extent 
that it announced that the $1,000 purse minimum 
would be discontinued in favor of $800 as the 
lowest value of a claiming race. The manage- 
ment’s effort to use $1 mutuel machines ended 
unfavorably and $2 machines were substituted 
everywhere, except in the field stand, after the 
$1 machines had been in use for only the first 
two days of the meeting. The revenue is not 
nearly up to expectations. Col. E. R. Bradley, 
the principal owner, appears to have been willing 
to stand the loss, but the management, with the 
approval of the horsemen, wished to take some 
of the burden from him. The cut is effective 
February 4. 


The racing programs are of a good sort. The 
opening day’s program, January 25, made a good 
showing. Miss Careful, Chance Play’s first 
starter, was the winner of the first race. Essare 
won the second. The consistent Dick Morris took 
the third, Jimmy Moran the fourth. Spanish Play 
then captured the Inaugural Handicap. Prince 
Pest and Spsnflow, good platers, won the other 
races.

TOTALISATOR PLAY PICKS UP. 


HE play in the totalisator at Hialeah Park is 
being watched as the most authentic 
barometer of the popularity of the Miami 
Jockey Club’s racing programs, and, accepting 
it as such, the track is gaining steadily. The 
wagering was light at first, and has never been 
heavy. It is, however, improving as the season 
advances. We do not have complete figures, but 
note that on January 23, a Saturday, the handle 
went as high as $171,721, and on the following 
Tuesday, an off-day, it was $139,433. Very likely 
the play will continue to improve as the meeting 
still has its best days to come. The average for 
the first 11 days was $120,706. Owners of the 
machine thus are drawing about $1,200 daily for 
its use. 

Monday, January 25, Panetian beat French 
Lass in the day’s best race, and D. J. Ely’s home- 
bred Helios beat a big field of maidens in equal- 
ling the track record of :22 3-5 for two furlongs. 
Wednesday, Don Leon trimmed Brown Wisdom, 
Panetian and others, six furlongs in 1:11, and 
Dyak, another of the winners, paid $126.50 for $2. 
Thursday, Owner Herbert M. Woolf, Trainer D. 
E. Stewart and Jockey C. E. Allen scored a 
double with Lucille K. and Lady Broadcast, 
Lucille K. equalling the quarter-mile track 
record. Chief development of Friday’s program 
was young Hank Mills’ victory on Pop Gaffney, 
accomplished by dint of interfering with three 
of the seven starters in the race. Saturday, 
Evening won the Hialeah High-Weight Handicap 
and Vander Pool broke his losing streak by 
beating My Dandy, Judge Schilling and others. 


STEWARDS ARE CRITICIZED. 

Frank Ortell, experienced Eastern racing 
critic and chart-maker, who is covering the 
racing at Miami this winter for Miami Daily 
News. had the following to say in that news- 
paper for Friday evening, January 29: 

“Either the stewards of the Miami Jockey club 
are getting lax in their control over jockeys or 
they can’t see the Cossack tactics and rough 
riding that has been going on at Hialeah Park 
this week. 

“When the meeting started out the boys rode 
all right and observed all the rules, but as they 
noted that they could get away with little things, 
they have increased their scope and grown 
bolder. Now horses are slammed or shut off 
and nobody does anything about it. An example 
was what happened to Port Harlem yesterday. 
The mare had hard luck in her previous race but 
yesterday Jockey D. Smith, on Love. Offering, 
took a shot at her and knocked her out of con- 
tention at the three-eighths pole. Nobody said 
anything about it, however. At that, Love Offer- 
ine. if the race had been truly run, would not 
have been better than third. 

“Constant fouling goes on in the 2-year-old 
races, but only one boy has been punished. 

“One thing is certain and that is that if the 
stewards do not act soon the boys will have 
things their own way and the best the public 
will get is the worst of it.” 


LOW-WEIGHT WINS HIGH-WEIGHT. 

George D. Widener’s Evening, a 3-year-old 
filly which has risen to sudden prominence at 
Hialeah Park, carried 105 pounds, the lowest 


handicap in actual pounds of any of the nine 
starters in the Hialeah High-Weight Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven fur- 
longs) at Hialeah Park January 30. Made second 
favorite to Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Lightning Bolt 
(126), she found her chief opposition coming 
from R. W. Collins’ Don Leon (124).

PLANS FOR PHAR LAP. 

STORY came out of San Bruno, Cal., re- 

cently, to the effect that the Australasian 
champion, Phar Lap, would be seen in compe- 
tition in a race at Tanforan on Washington’s 
Birthday, February 22. A three- or four-cor- 
nered mile and a quarter race for a $10,000 purse 
was expected, the story said, with Plucky Play 
as one of the probable starters. Publication of 
the story brought the following statement from 
James N. Crofton, president of the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club: 

“We have a contract with Phar Lap’s owner 
which sets out that the horse cannot race on this 
continent until after he has contested at Agua 
Caliente. We guaranteed Davis $5,000 winnings 
here. Should Phar Lap race elsewhere prior to 
coming to Caliente his owner would forfeit that 
sum. The contract provides that the racer is to 
come to this track within two weeks of his ar- 
rival in the United States.” 

Phar Lap is now at Agua Caliente and reports 
from horsemen there are to the effect that he 
is a grand-looking horse and that he is going 
forward in good condition. When he will be seen 
first in competition is not known. He has until 
March 20 to get ready for the $50,000 added 
Agua Caliente Handicap which is his main 
objective.

CANADA 


ADJUDGED BANKRUPT. 


PON the petition of Clarence A. Pfeffer, of 

Detroit, Mich., the higher court at Toronto 
has adjudged the Western Racing Association, 
Limited, operating the Devonshire Park race 
course at Windsor, Canada, to be bankrupt. The 
Trust and Guarantee Company, Limited, by ap- 
pointment of the court, is in charge of the racing 
association’s estate. Bradley Wilson, of Madison- 
ville, Ky., the home of Governor Ruby Laffoon 
of Kentucky, has for a number of years been one 
of the principal stockholders and for a time was 
general manager of the Western Racing Associa- 
tion property. Mr. Pfeffer presented a claim for 
$218,000, including the amount of a judgment 
given against the association in the Ontario 
Supreme Court. 


ALBERTA LIGHT HORSES. 


We have the following communication from 
E. D. Adams, honorary secretary of the Alberta 
Thoroughbred Horse Association, Calgary: 

“I notice in the issue of your paper for the 
week ending the second of January, 1932, on 
page 24, under the caption “Alberta Light 
Horses” is an article written by one W. H. Wood- 
ford of Priddis, Alberta, Canada, in which he 
censures very strongly this Association for 
having allowed an exhibit of horses to go from 
Cochrane, Alberta, to the Royal Show at Toronto, 
Canada, and I would like to say a few words in 
reply to his remarks. 

“The Alberta Thoroughbred Horse Association 
is doing its best in a small way to further the 
improvement of Thoroughbred horses in this 
western country and to promote the use of 
Thoroughbred sires of the right type for the pro- 
duction of high class hunters, riding horses and 
polo ponies. The Association, however, has no 
jurisdiction whatsoever over individuals and 
therefore, cannot be held responsbile for their 
actions. 

“I would like to say that neither the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Alberta nor The Alberta 
Thoroughbred Horse Association were responsible 
in any way for forwarding an exhibit of Light 
Horses to the Royal Show at Toronto in 1931.” 


JOCKEY DAINTY’S DEATH. 

Jockey Francis (Buddy) Dainty was killed in 
an automobile accident near Belleville, Ontario, 
Canada, about 100 miles east of Toronto Sunday 
morning, January 31. The car, driven by J.

SIRES OF STEEPLECHASERS 


4 IGURES compiled in the office of THE BLOOD- 

HORSE show that in 1931 there were 163 
steeplechase races in North America with a total 
value, in first monies only, of $304,700. These 
races and money were won by 96 jumpers, the 
get of 85 sires. Of the sires represented, only 
two, Mad Hatter and Huon, have as many as 
three winners each. There are seven others, Ed 
Crump, Peter Pan, *Stefan the Great, *Coq 
Gaulois, Jackdaw, White Eagle and Sardanapale, 
which have two each. Ed Crump and Mad Hatter 
have eight races each to their credit. The only 
other sires represented by as many wins as five 
each are Broomstick, *Stefan the Great, Haps- 
burg and Isard II. 

Leader of the steeplechase sires, in point of 
money won, is the Audley Farm’s Rockminister, 
whose Green Cheese won the Grand National, 
Manly Memorial and Broadhollow Steeplechases. 
Rockminister’s total is $42,485. Hapsburg is sec- 
ond with $34,075, the gleanings of *Chenango. 
*Stefan the Great is third with $19,250; Broom- 
stick, fourth with $11,370; Mad Hatter, fifth with 
$10,905; Black Servant, sixth with $10,560. The 
others ranged below $10,000.

STUD NEWS 


HOW MANY SOLD? 


HE gentleman who conducts the racing divi- 

sion of The Cincinnati Enquirer’s “All Sorts” 
page (probably Bob Saxton, the genial sports 
editor) thinks that “by this time the stallion 
owners should have all possible bookings to their 
studs,” and he says “it would be extremely inter- 
esting to know just how much the depression has 
hit in the breeding line, especially with the high- 
priced stallions.” 


THE BLOOD-HORSE can answer that, except in 
comparatively few instances, the books are not 
full. Mare owners, because of the depression, are 
tardy and reluctant to contract to lay out money 
for fees. Many mare owners say they are not 
able to pay the higher fees, and they are or have 
been, for the greater part, shopping about for 
reductions and trades, or contracting to breed 
on shares arrangements. 


“Take Sir Gallahad III,” continues The En- 
quirer, “wonder just how many outside services 
were sold to him, or to Gallant Fox, his son, who 
is standing at $3,000, the same price as his daddy. 

“And it would be most interesting to know how 
many services of Sun Briar Willis Sharpe Kilmer 
was able to sell at $5,000. Or just how many 
outsiders cared to gamble $3,000 on the services 
of Sun Beau, it being his first year in the stud? 
Mr. Kilmer distinctly saya in his ad., cash at 
time of service. Who outside of the extremely 
wealthy has $5,000 to lay down for a service to 
Sun Briar? 


“It also would be interesting to find out how 
many outside services of Pompey W. R. Coe sold 
at the advertised price of $1,500. 


“And we wonder if the Whitneys sold many 
outside services to St. Germans at $1,500, to Pen- 
nant at $1,250, or to Mad Hatter, Chicle, Which- 
one or Dis Donc at $1,000 each. And to many 
others who are standing at $1,000 or more.” 

The books of both *Sir Gallahad III and his 
son, Gallant Fox, are filled. The former is owned 
by a syndicate of wealthy mare owners who 
would prefer to have his services for their own 
mares, but who let out a few of them to accom- 
modate the desires of good friends. Gallant Fox 
is owned by William Woodward, who has mares 
of his own more than sufficient to absorb all of 
the seasons to the illustrious grandson of *Teddy, 
but who lets the public have access to him for a 
reasonable number. In all likelihood Mr. Han- 
cock will be announcing later in the year the list 
of the mares to visit these distinguished horses. 

As to *Sun Briar and his son, Sun Beau, we 
have not heard, but Mr. Kilmer, like Mr. Wood- 
ward, has plenty of mares for both horses if he 
cares to use only those. If he were particularly 
anxious to have outside seasons to either of them 
he would have, of course, put the fees lower. 
We have heard, however, that Mr. Kilmer is 
trading two or three seasons to *Sun Briar for 
seasons to *Teddy, but on what basis we are not 
informed. 

Hugh Fontaine, manager of Shoshone Stud, in- 
forms THE BLOOD-HORSE that only two seasons 
are available to Pompey. 

Inguiry at the C. V. Whitney Farm office dis- 
closes that, while bookings for this season have 
been slower than usual, the stallions are being 
satisfactorily patronized. The books of all the 
stallions could be filled, or nearly so, with mares 
owned by C. V. Whitney, Mrs. Payne Whitney 
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and Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Whitney if that were 
necessary, which it is not this season and very 
likely never will be. 


*TRAUMER. 

*Traumer, son of Dark Ronald, which stands 
at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor, New 
Market, Va., has demonstrated his worthiness as 
a sire. Out of his first crop of 10 registered 
foals of 1927 have come the stakes winner Dark 
Sea and the winners Dark Abbot, Dark Ayr and 
Dark Sabre. His second crop numbered 16 regis- 
tered foals from which he has 14 winners, they 
being the stakes winners Dark Magnet and Rip 
Van Winkle and the winners Darksini, Dark Ed- 
wina, Friar’s Dream, Barometer, Annimessic, 
Traumagne, Traufey, Visionary, Darkayress, Red 
Ronald, Traumel and Sun Dreamer. From his 18 
registered foals in the third crop he has the 
stakes winners Dark Mission and Dark Victory 
and the winners Dark Altos, Dark Thorn, Dark 
Mist, Dark Vision, Dark Seeker, Dark Celt and 
Sabina H., a total of nine. 

Thus out of this total of 27 winners from three 
crops, 13 are from daughters of *Sun Briar. They 
include the stakes winners Dark Sabre, Dark 
Magnet, Rip Van Winkle and Dark Victory and 
the winners Dark Celt, Dark Ayr, Darkayress, 
Dark Seeker, Dark Vision, Traumel, Red Ronald, 
Sun Dreamer and Sabina H. Doubtless one would 
consider the mating of *Traumer with daughters 
of *Sun Briar to have been successful enough to 
justify continuance of commingling the blood. 

Sending to *Traumer daughters of *Sun Briar 
is a working out of the theory (or practice) of 
breeding contained in the formula expressed as: 
“Return to the sire the best blood of his dam.” 
*Traumer’s dam, Taormina, was by Diamond Ju- 
bilee (son of St. Simon) out of Tay, by Bend Or. 
*Sun Briar’s dam, *Sweet Briar, was by St. Frus- 
quin (son of St. Simon) out of Presentation, by 
Orion (son of Bend Or). There is also a cross 
of Hampton in the lower side of *Traumer’s pedi- 
gree as well as in the top line, and there is a 
cross of this son of Lord Clifden in the bottom 
side of *Sun Briar’s pedigree, and a cross of 
Lord Clifden, through Wenlock, in the top side. 

When Beautiful Lady was sent to *Sun Briar’s 
court to produce Sun Beau, it was a return of 
St. Simon and Bend Or, without Hampton, 
though with Lord Clifden, through Wenlock. It 
will be interesting to observe the results from 
matings of daughters of *Traumer with Sun Beau. 
BLUE RIDGE FARM STALLIONS. 

Attention is called to the advertisement of the 
stallions standing at Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s 
Blue Ridge Farm, Upperville, Va., for the season 
1932, which appears on page 249 in this issue of 
THE BLOoop-HorseE. It is announced that *Happy 
Argo’s book is full. This son of Argosy was a 
good handicap horse and his performances have 
merited for him the confidence of breeders that 
he may beget high-class race horses. *Strolling 
Player (half-brother to Call Boy, winner of the 
Derby in England) has strong credentials, to be 
sure, and he is very certain with his mares. He 
is standing under private contract, and a few 
seasons are yet available. This horse is owned 
in partnership by Admiral Grayson and B. B. 
Jones, master of Audley Farm. The third horse 
at Blue Ridge Farm is Robert Sterling Clark’s 
Wisdom, a stakes-winning son of High Time 
from the French mare, *Sagacity, by *Macdon- 
ald II. Wisdom belongs to the family of the 


Derby winners Ard Patrick and Galtee More. He 
made his first season in the stud in Kentucky 
last year and stopped his mares very satisfac- 
torily. Mr. Clark, the owner, is abroad at the 
present time. 


LEADING STALLIONS IN FRANCE. 
Although the list of leading stallions for 1931 
has not been published in France, it is given by 
“Ithuriel” in his column in The Sporting Life 
(London) through “the kindness of a friend who 
compiles these records for publication in the 
French equivalent of ‘Ruff’s Guide’.” The fig- 
ures given below are in English pounds, and the 
rate of exchange has been figured at 100 francs 
to the pound. The franc is now worth about 
four cents, American money, and the pound 
about $3.50.

Ksar’s best get of 
the year were Tourbillon, Amfortas, Confidence 
(J. E. Widener’s), and Basileus. His fee is 50,- 
000 francs ($2,000). The Winter King, recently 
moved from England to France, is second through 
the exploits of Barneveldt, winner of the Grand 
Prix and Prix du President de la Republique. 
Le Capucin is sire of the great filly Pearl Cap. 
*Teddy is on the list, as usual, standing in fourth 
place this time. His son Aethelstan is sixth, de- 
spite the poor patronage he received as a result 
of an American cross through his grandam, Dis- 
advantage.

Roy Carruthers last week shipped from his 
Slickaway Farm, Lexington, to Admiral Cary T.

DEATH OF ABBOTS TRACE. 

Abbots Trace died January 7 at the Homestall 
Stud, East Grinstead, England, where he had 
stood since his retirement. A chestnut horse, 
foaled March 22, 1917, he was a son of the Amer- 
ican-foaled Tracery out of Abbots Ann, by Right- 
away (by Wisdom) out of Sister Lumley, by St. 
Honorat out of Lady Lumley, next dam Lady 
Alice Hawthorn. In the Derby of 1920 he was 
bumped, when tiring, a furlong from home, and 
fell with Steve Donoghue. Later the same sea- 
son he beat the Derby winner, Spion Kop, in the 
Breeders’ St. Leger. His winnings, totaling 
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£5,473, included the Liverpool Cup and Stockton 
Handicap. His owner, the late Lord Dewar, had 
great confidence in Abbots Trace as a sire and 
bought excellent mares for him. His sons and 
daughters won £107,826. Among them were *Jus- 
tice F., Abbots Speed, The Macnab, The Black 
Abbot, Roral, Doctor Dolittle, Slipper, Sunny 
Trace. Abbots Trace’s 1932 fee was 300 guineas. 

Abbots Trace is best known in America 
through the winnings of his son, *Justice F., now 
standing at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, 
Lexington. *Justice F.’s first 2-year-olds are 
now racing. Thus far he has one winner. 

*ALL AWAY. 

James McCashin and his son Arthur, residents 
of Morristown, N. J., were week-end visitors in 
Lexington and vicinity. They motored here to 
have a look about the Blue Grass country, see 
some of the horses, perhaps pick up a hunter 
or two or maybe one to make a steeplechaser, 
and to talk with breeders about their stallion 
*All Away. This is a black horse, foaled in 1920, 
by Stornoway—-Almeria Bay, by Santry out of 
Murgis, by Confessor out of Almira.
